Dear Sir and Brother: 

reference Is made to Article XU, Sections 3 and 5, of the 
International Constitution. 

During a recent meetln,’ of this Council, with representation by 
all 16 Locals of the Teamsters, Warehousemen and Sugar Factorv Workers, 
the subject of terras of officers and nominating dates for election 
of officers was thoroughly discussed. As a result, the undersigned 
was delegated to ask for special dispensation, as follows: 

(1) - Request that our Local Unions be allowed to elect officers 

for a minimum of 1 year instead of 3 years required by the 
Constitution after having been chartered for 2 years. 

(2) - Request that our Local Unions be allowed to nominate and 

elect officers in January rather than to nominate in 
November or December as re juired by the Constitution. 

It is felt that Request No. 1 is desirable since, due to frequent 
promotions and transfers, personnel moves from Local to Local fairly 
rerularly. It would be a rare case, we feel, where the officers of 
the Local would be able to serve 3 years without interruption. There¬ 
fore, -e believe the 3 year rule Is impracticable in our particular 
case. 


Request No. 2 is desirable since, as you perhaps know, our 
factories operate 2k hours a day, 7 days a week, during the months of 
October, November and December. Due to shift work, it is extremely 
difficult to have what we consider fair representation for nominations 
and elections during this time. It is our opinion that nomination and 
election of officers during January, after our "campaim" season, would 
be much more practical,

MEMORANDUM 


Beet-sugar refining and canning locals 
Prow: Lewis C. Harkina 
Re: Indexes of output per man-hour 


The Bureau of Labor Statiatlcs of the U. S. Department of Labor 
earlier this mon*h released figures on Index es of Outpu t Per Man-Hour 
Por selected Industries: 1929 to 1953; * copy or which is attached. Man 
hour output figures are given for the beet-sugar refining and canning 
and preserving industries, among others. The figures for thses two 
industries should be useful in your collective bargaining negotiations. 

Man-hour output is a measure of productivity; it measures the 
physical volume of production attained per man-hour. Productivity 
do*s not reflect the efforts of labor alone. It Includes all the 
ele-enta which contribute to more efficient use of labor-time in pro- 
duitlsn such aa plant equipment, plant organization, utilization of 
I.a-t capacity, skill of labor, efficiency of management etc. It is 
in output per man-hour of work but takes in not merely labor 
efficiency but all the other factors listed above. 

Everyone agrees that workers should share in whatever gains 
are made in the productivity of the American economy. This is 
particularly true where the rate of output in a given industry, as 
in -.n* case of canning and preserving and beet-sugar refining, in 
the post-war period (19^7-1953) uses at a faster rate than industry 
as a whole. Wage rates should ke»p pace rlt-h the continuing growth 
f croductivlty. Labor should and must share In the benefits of 
rising productivity to increase purchasing power to enable consumers 
to buy tne increasing output of our nation. Without a proper balance 
betw*»«*n production and consumption, full employment and prosperity 
are impossible. 


CANNING AND PRESERVING INDUSTRY 

iercentage-wlse, output per man-hour in canning and preserving 
has risen to a greater extent than have average hourly earnings from 
1QU7 to 1953 - * rise of 32.756 as against 30.656 ( See attached Table 1). 
This mwars that in the poat-war period, wages have not kept pace with 
productivity advances in the industry during this period. ( The 19^7- 
1^53 period is a significant one, since 19^7 was the first full peace¬ 
time year after World War II demobilization and 1953# the last year 
before the recession gathered force.) 

Thla lag in wagea as compared with output is all the more in¬ 
equitable since productivity in canning and preserving has risen con¬ 
siderably more than productivity for all of American private industry. 
The Joint Committee of the Economic Report of The Congress has 
recently publlahed figures on gross national product, that is, our 
total national output of goods and services in private industry. The 
Joint Committee haa divided this gross national product by man-hours 
employed, and haa expreased the result each year in constant ( 1953) 
prlcea, that is, as if 1953 prices prevailed every year. The result 
la called by the Joint Committee, "real product per man-hour (1953 
dollars) M . 

Whereas output per man-hour in canning and preserving from 
19^7 to 1953 rose by 32.756, real product per man-hour (1953 dollars) 
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in private Industry only rose by 24.3%. If agriculture were excluded 
the rise In real product per man-hour amounted to only 21.8%. 

(Note: the figures on real product per man-hour are taken 
directly from: Joint Committee on the Economic Report - Potential 
Economic Growth of the United States During the Next Decade. 83rd 
Cong. 2d Sess. (1954) p. 34). 

For bargaining purposes, ^t may also be useful to know that the 
annual rate of increase (compound interest formula) in man-hour out¬ 
put for 1947-1953 was 4.8%, as against an annual growth rate of 4.6% 
in average hourly earnings. You might argue, in negotiations, that 
these figures call for a minimum increase of at least 5 percent. 


BEET-SUGAR REFINING 

In the post-war period 1947-1953» output per man-hour in beet- 
sugar refining rose by 30.3%. This compares with a rise of 24.3% in 
gross national product per man-hour (in constant 1953 dollars) for 
all private industry and 21.8% in the total private gross national 
product excluding agriculture. 

The BLS figures also show that the 30.3% rise in man-hour 
output in the 1947-53 period contrasts with a decline of 6.9% in 
the 1939-47 period, which includes World War If. 

Economists estimate that productivity in American Industry 
moves upward by an average of 2$% every year, that is, output per 
workers every year is about 2$% more than the previous year. In the 
post war period, however, the yearly rate of increase in productivity 
for the economy as a whole is estimated at about 3-3^%. But for this 
same post-war period, the annual rate of growth in productivity in 
beet-sugar refining was even greater, namely, 4.5 percent. (See Table 
1 ). 


Table 1 shows that average hourly earnings in beet-sugar 
refining for the period 1947-53 have risen by a greater percentage 
than output per man-hour, 40.7% as against 30.3%. If management 
should make this point during negotiations, it would probably be 
best to argue that average hourly earnings in this industry are less 
than in other industries, while at the same time emphasizing that 
man-hour output rose sharply between 1947 and 1953» and is currently 
increasing at an annual rate of 4.5%.

On June 2nd, at the appointed hour in the A, F. of L. offices 
in the Biners Exchange Building at Denver, Colorado, in accordance 
with your instructions, a Meeting was held on the sugar beet re¬ 
finery question. 

Representing the A. F. of L.J Harry O'Riley and Lee James. 

For the I. B. of T. C. W.j John Sweeney and Fullaer H. Latter, with 
Clarence Beck acting as advisor and counsel. 

This is a aulti-aillion dollar industry and although we investi¬ 
gated and had under consideration only the Great Western Sugar Company 
plants, this coapany is the largest in the industry and is a aulti- 
aillion dollar coapany. 

We visited plants at Brighton and Ft. Lupton, Colorado on June 2. 

The Ft. Lupton facilities are used entirely for warehousing 
purposes and are under the supervision of the superintendent of the 
Brighton plant. 

Daring campaign (October, November, and December), 230 people 
are employed. The rest of the year, the number varies. In May, 

1954, there were 55.6 people on the payroll employed in packaging, 
bagging, handling, general warehousing, and maintenance classifi¬ 
cations. Thirty-four of these people were employed in classifi¬ 
cations wholly in warehousing operations. 325,000 100 pound bags 
of sugar were handled here this year. 

On June 3, we visited plants at Greely, Loveland, and Ft. Collins. 
Colorado. 


The story at these mills was pretty much the same as 
with the warehousing being more emphasized at Greely and a 
less at Ft. Collins.

At Greely, with 300,000 to 400,000 100 pound bags of sugar being 
handled it was adaitted that the personnel employed the year around 
spends 50# or aore of their time in warehousing and handling sugar 
for shipping by trucks and railway. 

At Loveland, they run from 600,000 to 700,000 100 pound bags 
per season with 300 aen on the payroll during campaign and 250 of 
these being eaployed in the warehouse end of it. Here they will 
store 357,000 100 pound bags in huge warehouses for future sale 
snd distribution. 

There are vast quantities of coal and liae stone used at each 
of the aills. This aaterial is stored in great piles on the ground 
for future use. 

Thousands upon thousands of paper bags, card board boxes, and 
packaging are stored in the warehouses and used as needed. 

Vast quantities of dried pulp and pellets, by-products of the 
sugar beets, are stored in large warehouses in the bulk, for future 
bagging at the time of sale and shipment. This bulk by-product is 
also hauled away fro* the plants by truck. 

In this particular company’s operation, a majority portion of 
the finished product is hauled in trucks operated by regulated for- 
hire companies, or in customer owned equipment. 

The sugar beet is hauled from the fields by equipment owned by 
the faraer. 

Some other companies own and operate their own trucking equip¬ 
ment . 


The plants of the Great Western Sugar Company, in which we have 
installed sixteen charters out of eighteen locations, operate three 
aonths a year slicing beets and refining sugar. During this same 
90 days, thousands upon thousands of bags of sugar is being handled 
and warehoused. The other nine aonths of the year, almos^ all of 
the attention, energies, and facilities of the compdfiy is devoted 
to the warehousing and marketing of the finished product. 

In the opinion of Brother Sweeney and ayself, the sugar re¬ 
finery operations that we inspected are very little different in 
their general aspects than the canning industry. The sugar refining 
industry is also a food manufacturing industry.

Dear Sir and Brotheri I 

You will racall under datei of October 5. 1953 1 wrote you in ref¬ 
erence to Federal Labor Union No. 21&26 (Beet «ugar Refinery employees) of 
Johnstown, Colorado. As I advised you at that ties local 21826 had been 
suspended by tha AFL for non-coapliance with instructions from this office 
to turn ovar to the Building Trades the work in connection with the construc¬ 
tion of a new factory for the Great Western Sugar Corgjany in Johnstown. 

I alao advised you that there were about 18 local unions of beet 
sugar e^loyees, known as tha Great Western Interfactcry Committee, of which 
local 21826 waa a member. All of these local unions are employees of the 
Great Western Sugar Coapany in various locations. This Information was 
brought to ay attention inaaeuch as 1 had been advlaed that suspended Federal 
Labor Union No. 21826 and the other local unions composing this Interfactory 
Coaaittee had been consulting with representatives of the Teamsters Interna¬ 
tional Brotherhood regarding the possibility of affiliating this entire 
group with the Teamsters. 

Iou replied to nj letter, under date of October 12, xyyj, advis¬ 
ing that tha International Brotherhood of Teamsters "will not charter this 
local union under any conditions except that it would meet with the approval 
of your office 

I am now advised that on March 11 and 12 a meeting was held in 
Denver, Colorado by the representatives of the 18 federal labor unions with 
Nr. Fullmer Latter, international representative of the Teamsters union, at 
which meeting tha locals voted 17 to 1 to return to their local unions with 
the racomendation of affiliation to the Teamsters. I am further informed 
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April 2, 1951 


that on March 16 tha Executive Board of tha Qreat Wastarn Interfactory Con- 
■ittaa (tha 18 local uniona) aat with Mr. Lattar and Mr. Niehaus, who I 
undorstand la tha labor ralatlons diractor for the Great Western Sugar 
Co^any, to further Lwplenent tha affiliation of tha sugar workers unions 
with the Taaastars International with the co^apy's cooperation. 

I aa sure that you ar* aware of tha fact that all of tha local 
unions ara conpoaed of boat sugar workers axcluaively, and of course do 
not cone under the jurisdiction of tha International Brotherhood of Taanatars. 
The particular local union 21826, which is on* of this group of 18, is still 
under suspension for falling to coaply with an order of this office to re¬ 
spond to the Jurisdiction of the Building Trades unions. 

I would appreciate it you would look into this Matter and advise 
ns aa to the position of your International regarding the efforts which are 
being nada by your International Representative Fullner Lattar to bring these 
local uniona into the Internationa] Brotherhood of Teaneters.

You inetruoted me at the A. F, of L. Convention in St. Louis to meet 
with two gentlemen representing the Sugar Beet Workers. 

The President and Secretary, respectively, are E, W. larger, 231 Terry 
Ave., Billies, Montana, and L, L. Biwall, 711 East 6th Avenue, Fort 
Morgan, Colorado. They represent eighteen looals in Montana, 'Wyoming 
and Colorado holding Federal Charters from the A. F. of L. The follow¬ 
ing are the facts ooncernla; their proposed affiliation with the Inter¬ 
national Brotherhood of Teamsters. 

A. F. of L. organizer James, whose headquarters are in Kansas City, is 
Chairman of the National Sugar Beet Refinery Bnployees Council consist¬ 
ing nationally of sixty local unions. His appointment to this position 
was made by Mr. George Maany. Mr. Kygar and Mr. oiwall represent the 
following looal unions bolding union shop agreements with the Great

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I am enclosing a copy of the contract now in effect with these local unions and 
the Great Vestera Sugar Company. 

The sugar beet season oovers a period of approximately ninety days in the Fall 
of the year, and at its peak these eighteen locals represent about 6000 employees, 
[hiring the off season, their membership which includes year-round maintenance 
employees, falls to about 1000. 

At preaent, the Sugar Beet Workers have no full time paid representative. How¬ 
ever, as they have sufficient finances, they intend to place a representative 
in the field this Fall. It is their request that we establish an area council 
under our International Union in order to maintain area negotiations with thoir 
employer. They informed me that A. F. of L. organizer James has no knowledge 
of their desire to change affiliation. This wish on their part to affiliate 
with the Teamaters stems from a dispute existing in Johnstown, Colorado, in¬ 
volving the Denver Building Trades. I know that you are familiar with this 
situation. 

Further, it is the wish of these Federal Unions to maintain complete juris¬ 
diction over all work performed directly for Great Western Sugar, regardless 
of the nature of the work. Through scientific research. Great Western has 
developed a method to utilize the waste material from sugar beeta. This waste 
materiel is to be used in the flavoring of foods. As a result of this discovery, 
the Company is contemplating a large expansion program involving considerable 
construction work at their various factories. This expansion and construction 
work creates the only problem of a serious nature in changing their affiliation. 

I was adviaed that they would not object to the building tradesmen doing the 
work if the work was oontracted out by Great Western. However, if Great Western 
intends to do their own construction program, the Beet Sugar Workers believe 
that they should do the job. 

In accordance with your instructions, I informed Mr. Kyger and Mr. Enwall that 
the change in affiliation could be consummated only with the understanding that 
no other International Union was brought into the picture. In other words, there 
would be no "shopping around” as far as we are concerned. I advised those gentle¬ 
men that you would assign someone to contact them in the near future for the pur¬ 
pose of further negotiations, with the idea of consummating the project immediate¬ 
ly following the first of the year. 

Dave, it is my opinion that you should seriously consider appointing Fullmer 
latter from Salt lake City to continue the negotiations, as he has had consider¬ 
able experience with these sugar beet workers. During the war, latter was a War 
labor Board Representative in Denver, and in this capacity acquired experience in 
handling the augar beet workers' contraots. 

I believe it would be benefiolal to our International Union if no one from Denver 
was brought into this case. }$r reason for this is that whatever transpires in 
the case might be passed on to other local unions and councils in Denver. 

If you should see fit to assign someone to this case who is not familiar with the 
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area and oonpanlas oonoarnad, I will be only too happy to assist you in any 
aannar you nl^ht dean nacassary.

Myoeu , Nebraska and Montana. 

Since their previous westing with Woxkerg, the above mentioned 
individuels have evidently gotten together end drawn up the enclosed 
oopy of a "proposed organisation". 

Although 1 spent some time discussing the enclosed proposal with 
these gentlemen, at no time did I make any promises or commitments con¬ 
cerning its contents. In fact, l pointed out in our discussions that much 
of it was oontrary to our International constitution. The officers of the 
Su/ar Workers' organisation have many reasons for advanc ng the enclosed 
proposal, which can beat ba explained orally with you. 

■nan finally boiled down, the core of the situation is that the 
people involved want to eon..nue to do all the work done "in and around" 
the plants, traditionally done by them in the past. All the other pro¬ 
pose la could and would be oomproaised.

Dear Sire and Brothers: 

During tha pact few aontha aa I hare noted conditions develop 
with rafarano# to tha attest balng aads to have the various Best 
8ugar Refinery laployeea Unions of oue of the aajor beet sugar com- 
panlea affiliated with an International Union of the a* F. of L., It 
haa baan naoeanary for as to compare the situation in regard to the 
sugar unlona with oaeea of othar International Unlona, both A. F. of 
L. and 0. I. 0., In whloh ooaplloated conditions developed with refer- 
anoa to the funds and financial assets of Looal Unions as wall as 
International Unions. Coma of theaa oondltlane have bean rather 
eabarraaelng and have handloapped the functioning of the Internat¬ 
ional Union or Looal Union by Its funds balng In litigation in oourta 
or otherwlea. I have hoped that such oondltlons would not develop 
In the oaa# of your International Council of Sugar Yorkers and tilled 
Induatrlea Unlona, bt at the aaae time It hae been neoeaaary for me 
to ooneldor that your International Oounoll oould not expeot to be 
an exception to theae oondltlons in the present situation. 

I have diaou^aed with tha officers of the American Federation 
of Labor In Washington, D. C., ana they In turn with the Legal 
Department, the possibilities of your Oounoll becoming Involved In 
a manner thrt lte bualneae activities would be curtailed. At the 
aaae tlae I have rwallsed that It was ay responsibility, assisted by 
ay aeeoolate officers of your International Oounoll, whloh means 
the 8eeretary-Treaeurer and the executive Board, to proteot at all 
times the funds and aeaete of your International Oounoll under any 
and all olrouaetanoee. 

The unfortunate part of this situation le that It waa not advis¬ 
able to olaouea it nor give ay thoughts any publlolty for the reason 
that It might bring about a oonditlon that I was trying to avoid ae 
Preeloent of your Oounoll. The officers of the Amerloan Federation 
of Labor In Washington agreed with ay position In thla matter, and 
prior to our recent convention, I discussed with them the advisa¬ 
bility of sanding the United States Government Bonds and a osrtaln 
amount of our Oounoll funds, over and above a reasonable amount that 
It would tike to operate the International Council, to President 
Georgw Meany to be held In trust by him for the International Oounoll 
until the present situation was stabilized. I oonsldered that If 
the funds and bonde of your International Oounoll were In trust In 
Washington It was unlikely.that your Oounoll would be faced with an 
atteapt by any Interstate to Interfere with the assets of your Inter¬ 
national Oounoll. 

Within the next few daye, you will receive the minutes of the 
aeetfcaga of your Kxeoutlve Board held In Detroit froa Secretary- 
Treasurer Carmichael. 

I dlaoue ad thle entire situation with the Council Board Members, 
and I am quoting for your Information a copy of a wire sent April 22 ,

'At a meeting of the Executive Board of the International 
Counoil of Sugar Worker* hela here noon hour today, by 
motion Board authorised that due to present conditions 
possibly confronting the Internetional Council, that ell 
fund* in excess of Five Thoueand Dollars and all U. S. Bonds 
in Council Treasury be transferred to Washington, D. C., 
to be held in truet by you for the International Council 
until conditions resume normal position and you are requeetsd 
to return fun-e and bond* to International Counoil by the 
Exeoutive Board of the Council. Tour cooperation will be 
appreciated. 1 

This wire was sent after further discussions with A. F. of L. officers 
in Washington during the convention. 

I oaii to your sttentlon my remarcs contained in the third 
paragraph on lag* 12 of the second days ' proceedings of the con¬ 
vention whsreln I statsd this situation might cause complications 
and said your Executive Board would hanule it from time to time and 
ek your oonflaence in your Executive Board. I had in mind this 
situation, but again I repeat there oould be no public statement 
made on this situation until the funds and assets of your Council 
were taken oar* of as has now been done. I quote below I resident 
k any's reply to the telegram cent him April 22 asking him to hold 
the aesete of your Council in trust until conditions resumed normal 
position and he was requested to return the funds to the International 
Oounoil by the executive Board of your Counoll: 

■P.eurtei assume aotlon taken represents the will of your 
C unoil and ha* been ts^cen in ord-r to prtect bsst interests 
of your Council ana American Federation of Labor thorefore 
will cooperate as you request would appreciate full report 
and details regarding this aotlon as eoon as convenient.■ 

I am also quoting a letter received in the office this morning 
from Brother Carmlohael advising that he had forwarded the bonds and 
a check for $12,815>*0 to President keany.

I presume, about $5,000.00 to handle the business of the Council as 
he w%e lnstruoted by the Executive Board.

I was lnrtrusted by President R. X. James and the Executive 
Board, to send to you the bonds and most of ths cash assets 
of the Internetlonsl Council to be held in trust by you 
until such time as the Executive Board of the International 
Council requests their return as pre-arranged by telegram.

Thia will acknowledge jour lattar of April 26, which ia in 
reply to ay lattar of April 2nd calling your attention to tha fact 
that representatives of tha Teaaatera wara attempting to raid a 
nukber of federal labor uniona in tha Beat Sugar Induatry chartered 
by tha American Federation of Labor* 

During tha interim of ay lattar of April 2nd and your reply 
of April 26, it haa bean reported to aa that chartara hare bean 
iaauad by you to all of tha aaventeen (17) federal labor uniona in 
question and you are awaiting official action on the part of thaaa 
federal labor uniona, after which tha charter will be installed. In 
other words the Teamatera, in thia case, are issuing the charters 
eren before thare ia any application or indication that the local 
uniona desire to take Teamatera 1 charters* On Friday, April 23rd, 
eix (6) of these federal labor uniona in the Colorado area acted 
favorably on the proposal to withdraw from the American Federation 
of Labor and affiliate to the Teamatera — these six federal labor 
uniona iaawdiately received their charter. It ia ay understanding 
that fotr uaj wore federal labor unions in the Nebraska area are going 
to vote on Friday, April 30th and their charters are already on hand 
waiting to be iaatailed if their vote ia favorable to the Teamatera. 

Of co«a‘ae, all of ttia diaeatiafaction of these federal labor 
uniona in the Beet Sugar Fiald in Colorado and vicinity stems from the 
fact that they have been informed by the American Federation of Labor 
that they do not have Jurisdiction over the construction of new 
buildings* I have been informed by our Organiser in this field that 
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Um only raaaoa for which thaao fadaral labor unlona da air a to 
affiliata to Uia Taaaatara Brotherhood ia they have been proniaad 
Juriadiction over all tha work inaida the factory yarda or fancaa 
including the building and conatruction of all now buildinga. 

1 note in your latter that you auggeat a conference be held 
between a coaaittee repreaentinf{ your International Union and a 
eoaatittee headed by Harry O'Reilly, AFL Director of Organiaation, 
on thia queation of infringanant of Juriadiction by theae Federal 
Labor Unlona on tha work allocated by charter to tha International 
Brotherhood of Teaaiatera. Inaawuch aa the Teanatera are in tha 
proceaa of chartering theae federal labor unlona, and, froa nr reporta, 
thia prooeaa will be coopleted within a abort tine, there doea not 
aeon to be any point of dlacuasing the queation of iafringawant of 
Juriadiction on tha part of theae Federal Labor Uniona. 

There la no queation but that, in the chartering of federal 
l£>or uniona idiere aoat of tha e^loyeea are production workera, 
juriadiction queationa ariae ooraring neny of the AFL affiliatea. 

If we were to proceed on a baala of perfection and allocate to each 
international union ita abaolute juriadiction in aaall aanufacturing 
pianta, we would parh^ta hare one or two people eligible for aeatoerahip 
in poeaibly eight or tan aeparate international uniona. When there ia 
a total of perhapa forty or fifty in each local union, auch aa prevaila 
in theaa uniona in tha Beet Sugar lnduatry, you can readily aee the 
difficulty of inducing theae aan to aeparate theaaalvea into anall 
branchaa and be allocated to local uniona of the different tradea. It 
ia for thia reaaon that nany of the international uniona hava agread, 
in a great aaxqr caaea, to forego thia queation of juriadiction where 
ohly one or two aaafcera would ba eligiblej ia addition where it waa 
quite otovioua that tha workitra would not accapt organiaation ia the 
Aaarican Federation of Labor if thay ware divided up. I an aura thia 
altuatlon will not change even though theae Sugar Workara are now 
accepting ohartera froa tha Taaaatara Brotherhood. 

I note in your latter you atate that your inveatigation ahowa 
that theae federal labor uniona are infringing on your Juriadiction, 
but ia addition thay are infringing on the juriadiction of othar inter¬ 
national uniona. Mow that they have been chartered by your Brotherhood, 
I aaauaa you are going to take aona atepa to protect the Juriadiction 
of thaae othar international uniona. I would appreciate it if you would 
let aa know Juat what atepa you propoae to take on thia queation. 
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u n the general question of extending the jurisdiction of the 
international Brotherhood of Tssm tars into the Beet Sugar field, 

1 elll be pleaaed to bring this to the attention of the hlxecutlve 
Council, if you so desire, at its next asetlng. The officers of the 
Aaarlcan Federation of Labor esn not sgrie by negotiations or 
conference with one International Union to extend the Jurisdiction of 
that International Union. Any extension of Jurisdiction aust be 
granted by action of the Executive Council, subject to approval by 
AF** Convention, it esn not be granted by the officers of the Aaerican 
Federation of Labor. Tharefore, if you so desirs, 1 shall be plesaeo 
to bring the question of extension of Jurisdiction into the Beet Sugar 
industry for the International Brotherhood cf Teenstera before the 
next neetiag of the Executive Council.
